Refuse  Disposal  and  Collection. 


Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  at 
Fortway  Lane.  An  area  where  tipping  lias  ceased,  and  away  from  the  present  tipping  area, 
has  been  levelled  and  finished  with  a  layer  of  top  soil,  so  that  this  area  may  be  grassed 
in  the  near  future  and  developed  as  a  playing  field. 
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
